J killed in newsroom shooting 


Suspect had a long-running feud with the Capital Gazette in 
Annapolis, police say, and call the incident a targeted attack

ANNAPOLIS, MD. » A man with a 
vendetta against an Annapolis, 
Maryland, newspaper fired a long 
gun through the newsroom’s glass 
doors and at its employees, kill- 


ing five and injuring two others 
Thursday in a targeted shooting, 
according to police. 

Local police said the Capital 
Gazette was targeted in the inci- 
dent, which prompted heightened 
security in newsrooms around the 
country. 

Police, who arrived at the 


shooting scene within a minute 
of the reported gunfire, appre- 
hended a single gunman found 
hiding under a desk in the news- 
room, according to the county’s 

executive. 
Late Thursday, police iden- 
tified the victims as Wendi

troubled Waterman Gardens. 

Awarded through the Cal- 
ifornia Affordable Housing

City wont 
approve 
pot sales 
at festival 


Chalice still slated for next 
month, but organizers 
worry about revenue loss

The Victorville City Coun- 
cil on Thursday night refused 
to sign off on allowing canna- 
bis consumption and sales at 
the Chalice California festival, 
scheduled for July 13-15 at the 
San Bernardino County fair- 
grounds. 

The decision came after a few 
dozen people spoke in support 
of the festival, citing the eco- 
nomic benefit Chalice brings to 
the community, its solid safety 
record and an opportunity to 
help move newly legalized can- 
nabis culture “out of the shad- 
ows.” 

“There’s a lot of jobs that are 
going to be lost out there, a lot 
of revenue that’s going to be lost 
out there,” said Adelanto Mayor 
Rich Kerr. Fair officials have 
said last year’s event generated 
$33 million in local spending. 

But Victorville officials in- 
sisted that their city code pro- 
hibits cannabis sales and events, 
and that they can’t change the 
rules without going through a 
formal process. 

Councilwoman Blanca Gomez 
suggested having the Planning 
Commission review the city’s 
entire cannabis ordinance, but 
no one on the council seconded 
her motion. 

Gomez said she and other 
council members can’t comment 
on the festival because Chal- 
ice organizers filed a lawsuit 
against them earlier this month. 
State officials, also named in the 
lawsuit, sent a letter expressing 
a similar position. 

The festival has been at the 
fairgrounds in Victorville since 
2016 under the state’s once- 
loose medical marijuana laws.

Siblings diagnosed with brain tumors within two weeks

For Torrance parents Duncan and 
Nohea Avery, the past few weeks 
have been a living nightmare. 

Not only did one child, 6-year- 
old Kalea, get a diagnosis of a can- 
cerous brain tumor, but two weeks 
later, their second child, 2-year-old 
Noah, also got a brain tumor diag- 
nosis. A biopsy is not yet completed 
on Noab’s tumor, but it looks to be 
the same cancer that Kalea has: me- 
dulloblastoma.

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ing a cancerous brain tumor is ex- 
tremely rare. No one has identified 
a similar case. 

“We were both in shock,” said 
Duncan Avery, the surf team coach 
and former boys varsity volley- 
ball coach at Redondo Union High 
School. “How do two kids 14 days 
apart get diagnosed with the same 
brain tumor? How is that possible?” 

Both children were re- 
covering this week at Miller 
Children’s and Women’s Hospital 
Long Beach as they awaited trans- 
fer to Children’s Hospital Los An- 
geles. Once there, oncologists and

a geneticist from UCLA School of 
Public Health plan to research the 
case. The family is expected to un- 
dergo genetic testing to search for 
a cause.

The fundraiser has generated 
close to $64,000.
